£o2dingly : and acco2din{f to the time appointed, 
they didmarchfozth of the Towne 400. fotemen, 
and 25. hozſemen: and being not halfe a myle from 
the Towne, there fell ſuch a huge raine and tem- 
peſt, that the Captaines conſented together to:re- 
furne home to the Towne againe, and ſo did. Sir 


oba Wallop was a lame man, and could neither 
ride noꝛ go, but in a litter as he was carried, and 
erm his directions molt perfea;' 


The Frenchmen being abzoad, and havlainein 
conertall the lame 99 the 5 
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in the IE. dee Cattle ofthe Euglich iapabe; 
tants being all abzoad, and ſuſpeding nu enemies, 
the French hozſemen bꝛake vpon the villages, from 
Mewnam 38%, cloſe bythe marriſhe ſide, and 
dꝛaoue away great numbers ot Cattle and Shæpe, 
not comming uere uvnto G by two miles: and 
when they bad goiten that tbey could, they retur⸗ 
ned to wardes Hlambletewe, and ſo after that thep 
were foꝛth of the ſight, of the day watche of Hams 
and Guynes, the Garriſon of lambletewe and them of 
Ar de. there parted their botie, and ſo returned to⸗ 
wards their Garriſons. In the nicane time Sir 
lohn Wallop had vnderſtanding that the Captains 
wet not foxtb accoꝛding to his direction Wherfoze he 
ſent to connnaund them to came befoze him to ans 

ſwer their cauſe: but befoze the Captains did come, 
the Larum was thzoughout the Countrye, and the
